10. 'Original) The enclosed litter box of claim 9, the removable litter tray means ftirther 
comprising: 

lolding means for holding the manual rake means in a detachable manner; and 
dislodging means for a user lo manually dislodge the manual rake from the holding 
means without exposing the user to an interior portion of the removable litter tray means. 

11. 'Original) The enclosed litter box of claim 10, further comprising means for adhering a 
decorati ve label to an outer surface of the enclosure means. 

12. Original) The enclosed litter box of claim 8, the enclosure means further comprising a 
gravity lock means for removably attaching a scoop means to the enclosure means, 

13. (Original) The enclosed litter box of claim 12, wherein the scoop means further 
comprises a notched blade for engagement with a tined portion of the manual rake means. 

14. (New) An enclosed litter box, comprising: 

a chassis comprising two side walls and an end wall; 

a removable litter tray comprising an end wall, a first tray position, and a second tray 
position slidably coupled to the chassis; 

an enclosure mourited to the chassis enclosing the removable litter tray; 

wherein the first iray position comprises the litter tray end wall spaced apart ftom the 
chassis end wall by a first distance; 

wherein the second tray position comprises moving the litter tray relative to the chassis 
such that the litter tray erd wall is spaced apart from the chassis end wall by a second distance, 
which is greater than the first distance; and 

wherein the enclosure and the chassis maintain contact during the second tray position. 

15. (New) The enclosed litter box of claim 14, further comprising a rake comprising a 
handle. 
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16. I New) The enclo^ litter box of claim 14, further comprising a groove on an end of the 
lilter Iray. 

17. I New) The enclosed litter box of claim 16, further conaprising a rake comprising a 
handle, said handle coupled to the groove. 

18. <New) The enclosed litter box of claim 14, further comprising a handle for slidably 
moving the litter tray, 

19. (New) The enclosed litter box of claim 14, further comprising a scoop for scooping litter. 

20. (New) The enclosed litter box of claim 14, wherein the chassis comprises a base and the 
litter tray comprises a base; wherein the base of the litter tray abuts the base of the chassis. 
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
